CHICAGO, "Oct. 7.—"With great pleas- 


ure and not in any critical sense; with 
feelings of personal pleasure I declare 
George B. Swift elected mayor pro tern, 
of the city of Chicago." 


This announcement from Alderman 


John McGillen, presiding officer of the 
Chicago common council was greeted 
with applause and marked the peaceful 
end of the crisis in the municipal gov- 
ernment which threatened to become 
most serious. 


The democratic minority of the 


council surrendered unconditionally to 
their opponents just before the open- 
ing of the regular meeting of the coun- 
cil last night, The overtures for peace 
were made by the steering committee 
of the democrats, they realizing that 
their case was hopeless, either on a ~ 
cret ballot or an open one. 


The faces of the aldermen, all o: 


whom were present, were wreathed in 
smiles, and the meeting throughout 
partook of the nature of a love feast 
and mutual-admiration societ3*. 


Heading Clerk Nnemaster opened the 


meeting by calling the roll, and when 
the announcement was made that the 
sixty-eight aldermen were presen' 
Alderman Kent moved ttiat Alderinai 
McGillen take the chair, which he did 
The next move in the line of a peace 
ful settlement of the trouble was th 
adoption without reading of the min 
utes of Saturday's, turbulent meeting 
held by the democrats alone. Th 
spirit of peace and good wiil was s 
strong that some of the 
nlderme 


wanted the chairman, as a gracefu 
compliment to Alderman Swift, to cas 
a unanimous ballot for the mayor pr 
tern., but Alderman McGillen ruled i 
out of order. Four tellers were the 
appointed to watch the ballot bo 
which was placed in u conspicuov 
position in front of the reading clerk 
desk. 


While the ballots wore being cas 


Alderman Epstein of the First war 
arose to denounce the rumors about 
his running away and the charge of 
having cost the bank ballot Saturday 
as false. He declared that the reason 
the thirty-seven republican aldermen 
had been locked up all day -was that 
they could not be trusted and the in- 
ference -was that everybody knew he 
was the only honest man i* the coun- 
cil, at which everybody Jaughed. It 
was plain to see who would be the 
choice of the council by the numerous 
handshakings 
and 
congratulations 


which was observed at Alderman 
Swift's desk during the balloting. 
Everybody wanted to get into the 
bandwagon. 
Alderman O'Neill, as senior teller, 


announced that the whole number of 
votes cast had been 69, of which George 
B. Swift received 60 and John McQlllen 
19. He explained that the extra'bal- 
lot had 'been cast by two being folded 
together, and Chairman McGillen ds- 
nounced such tactics in the severest 
terms as unworthy of aldermen and 
gentlemen. That there might be no 
mistake it was decided 
by the 


chair 
that the ballot was void 


and that another should be taken. 
He also asked that the next ballot 
be unanimous for his opponent. The 
second and decisive ballot resulted as 
follows: Swift, 62; McGillen, 5; blank, 
1. This announcement was greeted 
with general applause. 


Chairman MoGillen in introducing 


the mayor pro tern, to the council 
eulogized him and expressed entire 
onfidence in his willingness to con- 
erve the interest of the people while 
cting mayor. Three aldermen were 
losen to escort the acting mayor to 
16 chair amid more applause. 
Alderman Swift said he would en- 
eavor in all his actions to continue to 
oerit the good will, esteem and appro- 
ation of his colleagues and the citl- 
ens of Chicago. He was personally 
Tatiflcd at the action of the council, 
nd believed the citizens would be also 
n-hen they leaAied of the happy solu- 
ion to-night of what might have "been 
a serious matter. 


The council adjourned until next 


Thursday night, after arranging for 
larrison memorial services to be held 
B week from next Thursday by the 
council. The corridors of the city hall 
were packed with politicians and other 
jeople who were rigidly excluded from 
,he council chamber, and 
so were 


ignorant of the love feast being held 
there.

States Marshal Hawkins arrived in the 
city yesterday afternoon from Birming- 
ham, Ala., accompanied by Dr. S. B. 
Wilson, Rosa Wilson, his wife, and 
Nora Scott, the doctor's paramour. 


About a week ago the doctor, who 


resides at Fairbank, Ind., near Terre 
Haute, left his wife and child and 
eloped with Mrs. James Soott, while 
her husband and two children we» at 
the World's fair.

A BLUB BOOK 


iHtud by the British Government Con- 


cerning the War In South Africa. 
LONDON, Nov. 7.—The government 


issued a blue book yesterday, concern- 
ing the war between the Matabeles 
and the forces of the South Africa 
Chartered Co. The negotiations be- 
tween Sir Henry Loche, governor of 
Jape Colony, and King Lobengula are 
related at great length. During Sep- 
.ember and October Loche tried to 
•each a peaceful settlement with the 
king. 


On October S, he sent to Lobengula 


a message, expressing regret that the 
ting's induuas had been killed. At 
the same time Loche explained that, 
Lobengula had given no assurance 
that he would cease raiding on the 
Mashonaland. It was too late to stop 
the companies advancing from Fort 
Victoria and Fort Charter. Loche was 
still willing, however, to receive the 
natives for a peaceful settlement. 


On October 30 the Marquis of Rlpon, 


colonial secretary, telegraphed Loche 
that he had ceased communicating 
with Lobengula.

Ex-Oov. Campbell Confident ol • Demo- 


cratic Victory. 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 7.—In conversa- 


tion with a reporter about the result 
of to-day's election in Ohio, ex-Gov. 
Campbell said yesterday: "If superfi- 
cial indications may be relied upon, we 
wEl carry the state. I have not been 
in the state long enough to get the 
general trend of sentiment, but I have 
had such large meetings and found the 
democrats so enthusiastic where I 
went that I judge they are thoroughly 
aroused and sympathetic."

BERLIN, Nov. 7.—Hcrr Meissner, a 


notorious pamphleteer from this city, 
was found dead on the plain last Hat- 
urda^near Jaffa, Palestine.

Near him 
lay an empty bottle, from which he is 
supposed to have taken a dose of poi- 
son.Meissner was one of the witnesses 
called to support Ahlwardfs charge 
made in the Reichstag that Dr. Miquel, 
Prussian finance minister, had perpe- 
trated a great fraud some twenty years 
ago in connection with the affars of 
the Roumanian railway. Immediately 
after Ahlwardfs ease fell through 
Meissner disappeared, and for a time 
nothing was heard of him.

After Father Walker died mother and I 
left Chicago and came toDeoatur. That 
was in 1838. There were over 3,000 peo- 
ple there then Ohioago was only a vil- 
lage in 1883, with only two streets-Lake 
street, close by the lake, and Water 
street, and the ground was quite marshy. 
The town was close to where the two 
nvers, the North J?ork and the South 
Fork, came in to form the Chicago Biver. 
I can lemember the first merohante and 
their stores. They were James, John and 
Robert Kinzie, who were partners, and 
Jones & King, and Mr. Oonant. There 
were just three stores in '33. Mrs. (Hies 
and bar daughter Narousy Gales were 
the milliners. Mra. Oox kept what we 
called a tavern, and then there waa the 
Welt Tavern.

•News[ ape» were not as plentiful then 


as now, cor wera there as many scholars 
and schools. The firat physicians were 
Pr.Mseoham,Dr. Minor, Dr. Eldr.dge, 
Br. rnderwood,whowesthe first phre- 
nologist, and Dr. Goodrich. There were 
twol«T~T. Mr. Peak and Mr. Collins. 
Father »Val.or WM the only Protestant 
minister there iu id3».

church, but one was built soon after we 
came to Ohioago.

"The Fottawatomie Indiana were the 


original owners of the laud where Chi- 
cago now atanoa.

Indiana and made no trouble. I remem- 
ber quite well when the agent of the 
government made payment to the Indians 
tor the land and when the treaty was 
ratified. Billy Oullwell was the Indian 
Agent at Ohioago. At no time was there 
any trouble witti the Pottawatomws.

point where the old bridge had been 
built, but fifty years bad wrought so 
many changes that I was really lost at 
my old home. 
"Father Walker helped lay off some of 
the streets ot Chicago early in the spring 
ot 1834, They sent for him to assist in 
the work. I remember when he came 
home he told us that most of the streets 
were named for the Presidents and that 
one was named Dearborn after the fort. 
How well I remember old Tort Dear- 
born.' After the treaty the soldiers were 
sent to Green Bay, Wis. We did not 
need them any more at Chicago. There 
were eighty soldiers and I remember 
they went right past our bonne. The 
old bridge shook when they marched 


"There were any amount ot Indians in 


and around Chicago. I remember that 
on one oooasion I saw over 500 in one 
body. They came to Chicago to have a 
dance on the dancing ground, which was 
about half a mite west ot the lake ehpre. 
The white people went out to see them 
dance and to give them PWBe;«J. We 
got word abont the. approach ot the In- 
aians,bntwhen they came we were nearly 
frightened into fits. They omnato our 
honae expecting to sea Father Walker, 
but be had gone away 40 miles distant 
with mother to get a load of provisions. 
They wera much dieammntod beeausa 
he was not at home. We had joat fin- 
ished getting dinner when the Indians 
came. We all ran away, and whan wa 
cameback wa found that the Indians had 
eaten every bit of «undinner, and even 
took the pendulum o«_ to otock. It

LA LIBBBTAD, HONDURAS, Nov. 6 — 


Honduras fired upon the American flag 
yesterday morning. By the alleged 
orders of President Varquez and by 
the express command of the commis- 
sioner of the port of Amapata, seven 
cannon shots were fired on the Pacific 
Mail steamship Costa Ktca, flying the 
stars and stripes, as she steamed away, 
"because she refused to surrender one 
of her passengers to the Honduras gov- 
ernment 


United States Minister Baker was on 


board the Costa Rica at the time. 


Ihe passenger about whom the trou- 


ble arose is Policarpo Bonilla, who re- 
cently led the revolution in Honduras, 
bntwas defeated hy Gen. Vasquez. 
He then fled to Nicaragua, and with 
800 of his adherents joined the army of 
President Sacasa, who was engaged in 
an attempt to quell a rebellion. Bon- 
ilia had decided to leave Nicaragua, in 
order to relieve the government from 
all responsibility of harboring him 
He, therefore, sailed from Corinto for 
Guatemala on November 4, on ine 
Costa Kica 


American Minister Baker and more 


than 100 other persons were his fellow- 
passengers. 
They 
arrived 
Sunday 


morning at Amapata, a port of entry 
of Honduras, oo the Pacific coast, and 
at tt o'clock in the afternoon Com- 
mander of the Port Villila demanded 
that Cart. Dow should surrender Bon- 
illa 
When this request was refused 


a threat was made to sink the ship, 
and it was asserted that President Var- 
quei had given strict orders to that ef- 
fect. 
This, with an official protest 


against the refusal to surrender Bon- 
ilia, was presented to the captain at 6 
o'clock, and clearance 
papers were 


only issued to the ship after nightfall, 
when it was too dark to leave the har- 
bor with safety. 


A government official came on board 


at 3:30 o'clock yesterday morning, say- 
ing that new orders had been re- 
ceived from the president insisting on 
the delivery of Bonilla or the bom 
bardment of the ship Capt Dow re- 
plied that the commander of the port 
would receive his answer in half an 
hour, but before that time had expired 
lie steamed away. 


Seven shots were fired after the 


Costa Rica, although she flew the 
American flag. None of the shots 
struck her, however, but it is feared the 
steamship City of Panama, of the 
same line, which was lying in port, 
may have been injured, because the 
firing continued for some time after 
the Costa Rica was out of range

Jamas Tidrow, who is known as a de- 


teottve, resides in the western part ot tlie 
oity, and frequently visits the Keefe & 
Sons grocery store at the comer of fct. 
Louis and Oakland avenue*. He w«s 
lure last night and as usual got into a 
playful eonffle with the boys. The other 
night somebody threw a brick at Tidn.w 
at he was going home. Then be had Ids 
big revolver with him. Ore* Keefe, agtd 
7, asked Tidww if he had hu guia with 
am last night. Re esid that he did sot, 
hat he bad left it at home. Orea sttt 
• would get hie goo, all hi fun, and he 
began looking for a toy pistol that **t 
aomawbew in tbe atom. Ellsworth TIIJ- 
or found it, and handed it to Tidrcw, 
who in the meantime had been Muffling 
with young Keefe. When he got the toy 
pistol, not knowing or believing thai it 
was loaded, Tidrow oaught Orea by the 
collar and pointing the pistol directly 
it his face at close range pulled 
the trigger. To everybody's surprise 
.bsrewas a clicking report and the bullet, 
imaller than a 22, penetrated Orea's 
upper lip, struck a tooth and bonn:ea 
jack on the floor? The boy cried aat 
"My God:" but did not fall a* Tidrow 
held him up. The boy began to tremble 
and as blood iained from his mouth, Tid- 
row imagined that Crea was fatally bt rt. 
Considerable excitement ensued and in 
tbe midst ot it Dr. Chenoweth arrived 
to make an •lamination and give surgical 
attention. He said it was a close o*H for 
the boy's life. James Keefe had but 
little to say. 
He recognized the (act 


that tbe shooting was totally accidental, 
that Tidrow and bis soa were good Meads 
and that Tidrow had not intended to 
shoot his boy; but nevertheless he enid: 
"It's a wonder you are not all killed, tbe 
way yon oarry on." Mr. Tidrow oi.me 
near fainting. He was in an agony of 
suspense until the doctor came to slate 
that the bullet bad on only gone through 
the lip and that there would be no leri- 
ons results. Mrs. Keefe was not inclined 
to excuse Tidrow, and it was with c iffi- 
cnlty that she 
was 
pacified.

sleep. 
Every time he would dropoff 


into a doe-he would be awakened by 
horrible dreams about killing Crea Kneff, 
and being in jail.

To-day Mr. Tidrow is 
feeling very badly about the incident. 
He said he would rather have shot him- 
self than Una. He admits that be did a 
foolish aot in firing even a toy pistol at 
the lad.
